cessful railway engineer In India, solv- 
ed the problem.

The copper works are nt the foot, of 


a steep hill. Mr. .'Brenton constructed 
a flue, or chimney, running "continu- 
ously, from the base to' about a- hun- 
dred feet-above the summit, following 
tub natural slope of the ground. The 
brick which lined .It and of .which it 
was largely constructed was burned 
close-by.'A small, spring' gushing out 
near the summit of the hill was turned 
Into the chimney nnd allowed to flow 
through almost Its entire length to 
condense the smoke. Once a year it is 
swept out and about a ton of precipi- 
tated copper obtained. Its top can be 
seen for between forty and fifty miles.
